WHAT TI1K TKEASURT STATISTICS 


SHOW. 


The report of 1 he Treasury Depart- 


ment shows that the receipts of the 
Government for the fiscal year, which 
ended June 30, 1896, were $4(»,<175,- 
40878. The expenditures for the same 
period were f43J,678,6.ji 48. The ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts 
amounted to fr25, !03,215. Of the re- 
ceipts there waaderived from the d"tias 
on imports $180,021,751 67, aud fiom 
internal revenue if 146,820,6 15 66. The 
receipts from customs thow un in- 
crease of $7,S68,1S4 22 over 1893, aud 
the receipts of lutemal iavei.uoshow 
an iuciease of $3,584,537 91 forthe suuie 
period. 


The value of impoitocl dutiable gouds 


in the last llscal year was $369,757,470, 
and the value of imported free goods 
was $40i),967,470. On tbe dutiable qoods 
imported the average tariff was ,59 94 
per cent, and the average on dutiable 
and free goods together was 20.55 per 
cent. It will bo seen from this that 
the tariff on nil articles imported, free 
and dutiable, avoratjes over 20 per cent, 
that H one-fifth of their value, though 
over half the imports were on the fioe 
list. Thia tarilf pi oduues within .$25,- 
000,000 of enough revenue to meet the 
expenditures of the government, but it 
is unjust to western producers, [t lets 
wool in free and protects with :i tan£f 
of 40 per cent woolen or worsted goods, 
and clothing ready made and articles 
of wearing apparel of every description 
with <i tariff of 45 per ceiit. It also 
protects with a duty of 10 per cent sole 
mid belting leather, arid with a duty of 
20 per cent calf skins, tanned jmd 
dressed upper leather.

that the eastern manufacture! is pi o- 
tectod from foreign competition by a 
reasonably high tariff, while the west- 
ern producers of wool and hides have 
to compete in the same market \\ith 
foreign producers of similar commod- 
ities. Of course If an attempt is made 
10 protect wool and hides the eastern 
manufacturers will object unless the 
tariff on manufactures of wool and of 
leather nro protected by u higli tanff 
However that may be it devolves upou 
western Senators and Representatives 
in Congress to protect their constitu- 
ents by a reasonable tariff on what tboy 
produce.

bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from the 
10th to 20th. 


The next disturbance will riach the 


1 auiio Coast about 20th, cross the \vest 
of tho Hookies country by the "close of 
tho '21st, the Graat Central VuiJeys 
from the 22d to 24tb, and tho Eastern 
States tho 25tb. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


Eockies country about the 20th, great 
aentral valleys 22d, Eastern States 
23d. 
The cool wave will cross tba 


west of Kockiss country about the 28(3, 
great coated 
valleys 25tb, Eastern 


States 27tb. 
- 
;. 


The temperature of tho woek ending 


the 19th will average below normal and 
rainfall abuve. 
When reference is 


made in these bulletins as to precipita- 
tion, snow ia always included with 
rain. 
- 


My forecasts for November were al- 


most perfect up to and including the 
20th. 
Then the reversals came in, 


which, although warnings had been 
published that they were coming, came 
earlier than expected turning tlie last 
four days of November 'weather wrong 
side up. 


No very serious mistake .had been 


made in the forecasts since those for 
January 1896. 
Tho forecast errors for 


tho last four or five days in November 
are frankly admitted. 
I had calcu- 


lated the coldest days for about the 
22d, leaving oat the last four days of 
the month, about tho 22d were the 
coldest days. 


The December reverses were 
ex- 


pectnd to continue about three weeks 
aud if this estimate proves correct the 
direct weather changes should be re- 
stored about the IGth to 18tb, giving 
moderate weather about those dates 
and 23d with cold waves about the 20th 
and 25th. After that date and through 
January regular or 
direct weather 


changes are expected. 


PEOF RCSSELL'S LECTUBE. 


Nature, the leading scientific- paper 


of Europe, published in London, is 
taking an Interest in the theory that 
the moon has much to do with weather 
changes and publishes Prof, Bnssell's 
lecture. 
Prof. Eussell is president of 


the Sydney, Australia, astronomical 
observatory. 
His statements are of 


such great interest that the following 
quotations are mada from his lecture 
as published in Nature: 


"In the whole period, 
from the 


foundation oE the colony of New South 
Wales to tha present year, i. o., 108 
years it is certainly very noteworthy 
that the most pronounced drouths 
recur with groat regularity—that is at 
every 19 years throughout the 108 
years. 
ladian drouths seem to have 


coincided with Australian drouths in 
many instances. 


"The investigation had become inter- 


esting, and saemed to promise to show 
the exact year of tho grant drouth in 
this 
country, of 
which there was 


abundaut evidence when tho colonists 
landed hero, both in the- fact that to 
the south of Sydney all tho very largo 
trees were dead and between them 
were growing young trees; and tho 
atory of tho blucks who said that the 
river Hunter Lad dried up, that all-the 
greater trees hail died, and most of the 
blacks, that those who survived had 
obtained drinking water 
from 
the 


mountain springs. 
I had long wanted 


to find out when this terrible drouth 
in this colony took place, and the In- 
dian record showed that the extensive 
drouth had been repeated in 1769-70, 
which probably fixes the date, for the 
middle of the eighteenth century waa 
very dry generally, all over the world. 
. "These 
intervals 
in 
which 
our 


drouths are found repeated are sur- 
prising, but I am not unaware of the 
difference of opinion 
in regard to 


chronology, but take 
the dates as 


given and it is remarkable how exactly 
they fit in. But there is another point 
of importance connected with these 
dates, and probably you have not 
noticed it. 
Pharoah's drouth 
was 


predicted, and a Jew was made chief 
man under the king, and he was doubt- 
less versed in much wisdom of the 
priests aud carried thttt wMom to the 
Jewish priests, who did not forget it, 
as the figures make manifest, and if 
warning of such evils could be de- 
pended upon, it ia not likely they 
would forget it. 


"Those learned in Assyrian antiqu- 


ties toll us that the book containing 
'Observations of Bel," the oldest astro- 
nomical book of that part of the world, 
was ordered to be kept by the king 
3,800 B. C. That book shows that they 
kept a record of astronomical and all 
other events, that they had discovered 
the nineteen year's cycle of eclipses, 
and we are told that it was a doctrine 
with them, that one event caused an- 
other, and 
all 
astronomical 
and 


meteorological observations were thus 
bound up together. 
Under such con- 


ditions I do not think it would be pos- 
sible for them to avoid finding in the 
drouths a similar period to that in the 
eclipses, i. e., nineteen years, but even 
if they did it" would have been impos- 
sible for'those who kept the Nilometer 
of Egypt to avoid" finding in it the 
heights of tho Nile floods, which were 
of such vital importance and so care- 
fully recorded.

Nevada. Instead of expending even a 
small part of the great wealth which 
they acquired in Nevada, in developing 
the resources of the State, their mill- 
ions were invested elsewhere, and with 
tha exception oi! tho Sharon-Mills in- 
tarests in the Virginia & Truckee and 
Onrstm & Colorado roade, none" of the 
Nevada made millionaires, have don^ 
aught to benefit the State.
